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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claims raise new considerations and elemental/operational elements/functions and therefore 
change the scope of the applicant's claim and would require further additional search and consideration regarding the axis coinciding with 
the axis of the elongate member. Examiner has fully considered applicant's arguments but they are not persuasive. It is examiners 
position that given a careful reading, the claims do not distinguish over the prior art of record. The examiner has given the broadest 
reasonable definition of the rotation of the base about the axis of the elongate member in the claims and the Applicant's representatives 
arguments fail to convince of an otherwise meaning that the longitudinal axis coincide as argued, Examiner asserts that the Ein-Gal 
reference meets the claim limitation as written in in Figure 1B a stylet (12) depicted in the center of the rotatable base (22), the base will 
move around the axis of the stylet, the stylet axis is not fixed in this reference, but the base does move about several sytlet axis when 
rotation begins. The prior art of record teaches all elements as claimed and these elements satisfy all structural, functional, operational, 
and spatial limitations currently in the claims. Therefore the standing rejections are proper and maintained . Examiner suggests Applicant 
define the axis of rotation as fixed with respect to a plane and axis of the elongate member or add structure relating to elements (53,55) 
that surrond the elongate member that provide the rotation elements as shown in Figure 2. Please contact the Examiner to discuss 
possible claim amendments regarding the above statement. 
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
